they turned and ran in the direction 
from which they had come. In a very j 
fow minutes I was met by some of" 
the Infantrymen and trackmen, and, 
jumping- to the ground and pulling tbe ; 
blanket and saddle off Itrlgham, 1 told ] 
them what be bad done for me. They i 
at ouce took him in tbarge, led him 
around and rubbed him down so vigor-, 
ously that I thought they would rub j 
him to death.

Captain Nolan of the Tenth cavalry 


now came up with forty of bis men, I 
and upon learamg what had happened | 
be determined to pursue the Indians. 
He kindly offered me one of his cav- 
alry horses, and after putting my own 
saddle and bridle on the animal we 
s'tarted out vfter tbe flying Indians, 
who only n few minutes before bad 
boon making It sn uncomfortably live- 
ly for me.
